statement made last evening at the 
normal school by Professor D. W. 
Dennis, 
Earlham 
college, 
Rich­ 
mond, Indiana, one of the greatest 
ornithological authorities of Ameri­ 
ca, in a speech on “Our Native Birds 
and H ow They Help Us.” at a mcet- 
jing of the Western Wisconsin Teach­ 
ers' association convention, which is 
meeting in La erose this week. 
Prof. Dennis* talk was delivered 
t with the aid of stereopticon slides 
jof birds in their native haunts, tak- 
j en bv the professor h im s e lf under 
difficult circumstances. The pictures 


I formed a most interesting part 
of 
J the lecture, illustrating better than 
a n y words the habits and life of the 
different native 
birds 
of 
North 
America. 
Prof. 
Dennis 
maintained 
that 
outside of the uses of birds to man 
j as companions, songsters, and 
ob­ 
je c ts of beauty, they served several 
j utilitarian purposes as well. 
These 
j purposes he stated w ere chiefly 
as 
J destroyers 
of 
insect 
enemies 
of 
<plant life, 
disseminators 
of 
the 
seeds of desirable flowers and oth­ 
er vegetation, and destroyers of the 
seeds of obnoxious weeds. 
As concrete illustrations of 
the 
work of birds in the United States 
as useful to farmers and others, he 
citited statistics compiled by profes­ 
sors of the state university in Iowa, 
showing that in that state alone in 
one year the song sparrows were in­ 
strumental in destroying 875 tons of 
the seeds of undesirable weeds.
